He loved good preaching and 
good singing, and would not sit down if the choir was singing from the depths of their hearts. He 
was not ashamed to praise the Lord. "Uncle Jimmy" was very faithful in attendance and supported 
Faith Temple financially until his health began to decline.

His curtain closed on Sunday morning at Port Jervis Hospital, Port Jervis, New York but his beautiful 
memories continue with his audience, especially his daughter, Jean; two very special nephews, 
Harold Melvin and Bishop L.N. Forbes; a god-sister, Mrs. Doyce Bradley of Newark, New Jersey; two 
sisters-in-law and a host of nieces, nephews and other bereaved relatives and friends.
